Ynforms Russia That the Question of 
Sugar Differential Is Before 
the Cou:ts and That the 
Executive Branch 
Cannot Act. 


Washington, July 9.—Another impor- 
tant exchange has occurred between the 
Russian government and the United 
States relative to the tariff. The Rus- 
sian minister of finance, M. De Witte, 
has proposed that Russia will vacate all 
of the additional duties levied on Ameri- 
“can goods since the impésition of the 
sugar differential if the United States 
will vacate its action on the sugar differ- 
tential. To this. Secretary Gage has re- 
plied that the offer of the Russian gov- 
ernment cannot be accepted, as the ques- 
tion of the sugar differential is now in 
_ the hapds of the court, thus precluding 
action by the executive branch. 

' The proposition of the Russian min- 
ister of finance was the result of Secre- 
tary Hay’s note of about two weeks ago. 
In that note Mr. Hay pointed out that 
;the acilon taken ag to petroleum was 
-not new, nor was it meant to have any 
connection with the previous action of 
ithe government on sugar. This appears 
have confirmed Russian officials in 
their view that the petroleum order was 
another step in the policy previously 
ken respecting sugar. 
M. De Witt’s response is not long, but 
quite to the point. It makes no fur- 
ther issue as to the petroleum order. 
{The chief attention is given to sugar 
jana en ia.made to.vacate 
ely the Increased duties which 
has levied if the United States 
will vacats ite action on sugar. This 
Would amount to re-establishing the 
Status quo which existed before the 
pUnited States took its initial action rela- 
itive to Russia. , 

The Russian proposition was commu- 
; micated to Secretary Gage, who respond- 
\ed promptly that as the sugar question 
is now before the courts it is not possi- 
, ble for him to avail himself of the Rus- 
t stan suggestions. Thus the matter stands. 

The reductions which would have re- 
sulted under M. De Witt’s tender are 
those affecting cast iron wares, manu- 
‘'factures of iron and steel, boiler work, 
tools for artists, factories and workshops, 
gas and water meters, motors and dyna- 
mos, sewing machines, portable engines, 
not including threshing machines, fire 
engines and other machinery of iron and 
steel, also white rosin, galipot, brewers’ 
pitch and bicycles,

Washington, July 9.—Secretary Hay re- 
turned to Washington this morning from 
his New Hampshire home. He went at 
Once to the stete department, and was 
closeted for some time with Acting Secre- 
tary Hi!l and Assistant Secretary Adee. 

The new Turkish minister, Chekib Bey, 
called, in company with Ali Ferrough 
Bey, the retiring minister. The new min- 
ixter must await unti! a .ater date to be 
presented at the white house, owing to 
the president’s absence, but he will from 
now on exercise all the fuudtions of min- 
ister as a matter of courtesy. This course 
is necessary because Ali Ferrough Bey is 
returning to Europe almost immediately. 
The new minister says relations between 
the United States and Turkey are very 
cordial.

calls Secretary Hay to Wasiangton is 
principally personal in -ehuractcer, and 
that be will not be obliged to remain here 
beyund this week.

other, something about the material resources of this un- 
known land and of the possibilities. of development, The 
Constitution has sent there a man in whose ability and 
integrity it has the greatest confidence.

We belleve 
the people of the south would greatly appreciate the efforts 
of The Constitution in making a special study of the trade 
conditions and opportunities in China and the east, and if 
possible, by the aid of those who are familiar with the 
trade conditions in the south and its present needs. An 
undertaking of this kind would lead greatly to the benefit 
of many thousands of your readers.

Washington, July 9.—The Chinese gov- 
ernment through Minister Wu _ Ting 
Fang has filed a claim for indemnity to 
the amount of a half million dollars on 
account of alleged outrageous treatment 
of Chinese at Butte, Mont. There is a 
suggestion of boxer outrages reversed in 
the presentation of the case to the state 
department, the treatment inflicted upon 
the Chinese at Butte being claimed to 
have been cruel and oppressive. It is 
charged that some of them were killed, 
others lost their property and nearly ail 
were ruined in business and many of 
them were driven out. The claimants 
number several hundred. 

The outrages date back to 1886 and it is 
declared that the city council of ‘Butte 
upheld the rioters and the boycotters; 
that the state courts upon appeal decided 
in language so unjudicial as to be itself 
a .subject of complaint that the city 
council was right, and finally that relief 
could be obtained only measurably 
through.an appeal to the United States 
court. The claim raises some novel and 
extremely interesting points of inter- 
national law. ‘

Tampa, Fla., July 9.—News reaches 
here from Plant City that a fatal duel 
with shotguns was fought near that 
place yesterday afternoon and that as a 
result Edward Franklin, a farmer, is 
dead and David Kinard, Franklin’s son 
in law; Mrs. Kinard and'their baby are 
all seriously wounded. 

Franklin, it is alleged, had employed 
a farm hand to do some plowing, for 


which he was to receive 700 strawberry 


plants. The work having been finished, 
Franklin gave an order on Kinard for 
the plants. When the employed man 
presented the order Kinard refused to 
fill it. This was reported to Franklin, 
who immediately armed himself with a 


shotgun and went to the Kinard home.. 


Arriving there he immediately opened 
fire, it is said, on his son in lgw, missing 
him, but striking and seriously wound- 
ing his daughter and grandchild. Kinard 
ran for his gun and returned the fire. 
Another volley was fired at each. other, 
Franklin falling dead and Kinard being 
seriously wounded. Kinard has not been 
arrested.

Soldiers Claim Crooks Were Aboard 
and That They Shot To Prevent 
Robbery. 


Kansas City, Mo., July 9.—John Howard, 
a private in company D, Forty-third vol- 
unteer infantry, and whose home is at 
Roanoke, Va., was arrested here today on 
the arrival of the Santa Fe train from 
the west, charged with shooting a man 
named Gibbons at Hutchinson, Kans., last 
night. Gibbons, who is not expected to 
survive -his injuries, lives at Chillicothe, 
Mo., and was on his way home, after 
having worked in the harvest flelds in 
Kansas. 

Howard's story of the shooting makes 
it uncertain whether he or somé other 
soldier shot Gibbons. He says a number 
of tramps boarded the train with the re- 
turning soldiers at a point west of Hutch- 
inson. They wore partial] uniforms and 
tried to pass as soldiers. The soldiers 
had been notified that several crooks 
were aboard and to watch them.

March, 1896.

BUT JOHNSON 
IS BELLICOSE 


Cincinnati Editor Seems To Have 
Complete Control of Dem- 
ocralic Convention, 


NO CONCESSIONS MADE 
TO RADICAL ELEMENT 


Dominant Faction Very Courteous, 
but Yield Nothing—Johmson 
Men Propose To Fight in 
Convention—Objections 
to Platform. 


Columbus, O., July 9.—The McLean- 
Kilbourne element at the district meet- 
ings this afternoon secured control of all 
the committees and will accordingly have 


everything their way at the democratic 
state convention tomorrow. They were 
so strongly in the majority that there 
was no friction. 

In the twentieth and twenty-first dis- 
tricts, which include Cleveland, the John- 
son men had things their way as much 
as the McLean men in the first and sec- 
ond districts, which include Cincinnati. 
But in the rural districts the latter ele- 
ment got almost everything. The con- 
trolling element -did not “ride rough 
shod”’ over minorities in any of the dis- 
tricts, but when names were proposed 
for places on the committees there were 
inquiries as to how they stood and if the 
replies were not satisfactory ‘“‘they were 
excused,’’ in some cases as quietly as 
jurors and in others with ballots. 

Polite but Concede Nothing. 

The McLean-Kilbourne element, while 
unusually courteous, made no cences- 
sions. The old state committee met 
previous to the. district meetings and 
gave the tickets to the McLean-Kil- 
bourne men where there were contesting 
delegations, and they took all the dis- 
tricts except those which include Cleve- 
land, In @hich, wnder the unit rute, they* 
could not control a vote. 

But the Johnson men after the result of 
the district meetings promptly announced 
that they would carry the fight into com- 
mittee on resolutions, for an all night 
fight, and then into the convention to- 
morrow for ‘a finish.’’ 

They have two strong men and vigor- 
ous speakers in Heisley and Baker, both 
members of Mayor Johnson's cabinet at 
Cleveland, on tne committee on resolue 


tions. 

As the Montgomery contest, and prop- 
ably the Butler contest, will be carried 
by minority reports on credentials into 
the convention for final action, it is pre- 
dicted that the convention will not reach 
the order of nominations till late tomor- 
row afternoon, and that the proceedings 
may be protracted into the night. 

Ex-Governor Campbell is with the 
Schwab delegation from Butler county 
and the Mason-Gray delegation from that 
cofmty was today given the tickets by 
the old state committee. 

With all the efforts of the McLean-Kil- 
bourne men for harmony there is every 
indication of unusual scenes on the floor 
of the convention over minority reports, 
especially on credentials and resolutions. 


Object to Kansas City Platform. 

In order to expedite business tomorrow 
the committee on permanent organiza- 
tion voted unanimously to make the en- 
tire temporary organization permanent. 
There were only thirteen of the twenty- 
one members present and the absentees 
say the meeting was called for § o'clock, 
while those who favored compromising 
differences as well as expediting business 
assembled at 7 o'clock and adjourned be- 
fore eight of the members arrived. 

Some members of the new committee 
also attempted to proceed at 7 instead of 
8 o'clock, but the other members dropped 
in before. they were expected and then 
that committee adjourned till 8 o’clock 
without organizing. The McLean-Kil-

The 90 delegates are accompanied by 
large delegations supporting different can- 
didates for the nominations for judge and 
clerk of the supreme court, attorney §ern- 
eral, state treasurer and member of the 
board of public works. The nomination 
for governor and lieutenant governor are 
the only ones in which there is not a 
free for all race with many entries. 

But the large attendance is largely due 
to the reunion of democrats who have not 
been together in Ohio since 1896. Those 
who have been called “gold democrats 
are very largely represented and many of 
them have not attended their conventions 
in Ohio for years. Nearly all of the old 
leaders of this class are here, and they 
are given places of prominence on the 
committees and in the organization gé@n- 
erally, While they consider the financial 
question settled, they are actively cooper- 
ating. with those who are being denomi- 
nated the ‘“‘conservatives”’ in opposing any 
other so-called isms that they claim will 
handicap the party as it has been handi- 
capped by. certain alliances in the past.

HE CARRIES AWAY THEIR BABE 


Man and Wife Make Scene on the 
Street, in the Courthouse and 
at Their Attorney’s Office. 
Warrant Taken %9ut 
for the Father. 


Savannah, Ga., July 9.—(Special.)—Ste- 
phen 8. Leonard, a prominent and 
wealthy contractor, well known in Geor- 
gia and Florida, was arrested this morn- 


ing charged with assault and battery on. 


a@ warrant sworn out by his wife, the ac- 
tual offense consisting of forcibly taking 
from his wife their five months old child. 
The incident occurred on Liberty and 
Barnard streets and the cries of the 
mother for help and the police attracted 
much attention. Finding that Leonard 
was determined -to take the child, Mrs. 
Leonard walked with him to his office 
on West Broad street, where she called 
upon a policeman to arrest her husband 
for kidnaping. The officer seeing that it 
was a family affair declined to interfere. 
Husband and wife secured cabs and, the 
father still keeping possession of the 
child, drove to the offices of their re- 
spective attorneys, Attorneys Osborne & 
Lawrence for the knsband, and Twiggs & 
Oliver for the wife. It happened that both 
sets of attorneys were engaged in the 
Johnson murder trial at the courthouse, 
and the aggrieved pair proceeded there. 
An exciting scene occurred in the solic- 
itor’s office, Judge Twiggs threatening to 
‘have Leonard arrested and Solicitor Os- 
borne advising him to keep the child. The 
result was the warrant, but Leonard still 
has the child. 

Leonard has done a large amount of 
government work at Fort Screven, and 
now has the contract for the union depot 
at Savannah, besides the one at Colum- 
bus and considerable other work through- 
out the state. Mrs. Leonard is a striking- 
ly pretty woman. She is a native of In- 
diana and a trained nurse by profession. 
The marriage took place at St. Augus- 
tine April 5, 1900, after an acquaintance 
of one month only. According to state- 
ments made by Mrs. Leonard in an ap- 
plication for permanent alimony filed in 
the court here July 4th, the married life 
has been very stormy and unhappy, and 
she has been twice compelled to leave her 
husband on account of his violent tem- 
per and harsh treatment. She charges 
that on July 4th Leonard locked her wut 
of the room which they had occupied at 
the DeSoto, cursed and abused her and 
made unfounded charges of infidelity 
against her, compelling her to obtain an- 
other room. Acting on the advice of her 
attorneys, Twiggs and Oliver, she left the 
hotel, taking her child with her, and se- 
cured quarters at a boarding house on 
Liberty street. Other sensational devel- 
opments are expected.

‘DISPENSARY PEOPLE AROUSED 


Article on Loval Legislation Is 
Brought Up by O’Neal, Chair- 
man of the Committee, and 
a Warm Discussion En- 
sues at Once. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 9.—(Special.)— 
This was an off day in the constitutional 
convention. Mr. Beddow, of Jefferson, in- 
troduced:an ordinance to stop the hiring 
out of convicts after January 1, 1904. The 
‘article on local legislation came on and 
Mr: O’Neal, chairman of the committee, 
made a set speech of thirty minutes try- 
. ing to warm up the subject. But the ar- 
ticle consisted of a long enumeration of 
special subjects on which the legislature 
cannot enact a special law. Two of the 
sections raised a suspicion in the minds 
of the dispensary people that there was 
an anti-dispensary ‘‘nigger’’ in the wood 
pile. They said so and made a combined 
attack on those subdivisions, It is signifi- 
cant of their strength that they were 
successful in both cases, in spite of the 
strenuous opposition of the committee, 
The convention adjourned before the cat- 
alogue of forbidden subjects was half 
completed. As far as the convention 
went it provided against: special laws on 
the following subjects: Granting a di-® 
vorce, relieving any minor of the disabil- 
ities of non-age, changing the name of 
any corporation, association or individ- 
ual, providing for the adoption or legiti- 
matiing of any child,incorporating a town, 
city or village; granting a charter to any 
corporation, association or individual; 
regulating the time within which a civil 
or criminal action may be begun, ex- 
empting any individual, private corpora- 
tion or association from the operation of 
any general law; providing for the sale 
of the property of any individual or es- 
tate, changing or locating a county seat, 
providing for a change of venue in any 
case, regulating the rate of interest, fix- 
ing the punishment of crimes or misde- 
meanors, regulating either the assess- 
ment or collection of taxes, and giving 
effect to invalid will, deed or cther in- 
struments.

Old North State’s Greatest Water 
Power Changes Hands. 


IT WENT OFF FOR $93,000 


Mill Plants, Both Large and Small, 
Are Soon To Be Erected and > 


Equipped. 


Raleigh, N. C., July 9.—(Special.)}—One 
of the greatest water powers in this 
state, or in the entire south, is known 
as the ‘“‘Narrows of the Yadkin,” at that 
point this large stream being compressed 
between walls of granite and running 
like a mill flume. This property and 
several thousand acres of land have been 


sold by the owner, Dr. Dillon Brown, of. 


New York, to George J. Whitney, of 
Pittsburg, Pa., president of the Whitney 
Reduction Company, the consideration 
being $93,000. The North Carolina Powcr 
Company was formerly the owner. The 
Whitney company will at once develop 
the power, using a great deal of it 
electrically. Mill plants of large size are 
to be byilt. State Geologist Holmes and 
other experts have made careful studies 
of the power and‘the possibilities. 


TARHEEL MILITIA IN CAMP. 


Tents Are Now Awaiting the Arrival 
of the Third Regiment. 

Raleigh, N. C., July 9.—(Special.)—The 
tents for use at the encampment of the 
State guard at Wrightsville were pitch- 
ed today. There are 377 of them for 
three infantry regiments, with a total 
Strength of 1,920. The encampment will 
be by regiments, the Third going first. 
It begins tomorrow. Colonel Henry 
Perry, of Henderson, commands the regi- 
ment. Its companies are rather widely 
scattered and nearly all twelve are in 
tobacco towns. The governor and all, or 
nearly all the state officers, will visit the 
encampment July 18th and will remain 
some days so as to see the Second regi- 
ment go into camp.

The equipment of 
the entire state guard is being made 
thorough.

Massey, for a number of years horti- 
culturist at the experiment station here, 
and also professor of botany and biology, 
today resigned that professorship, but 
will continue to be the horticulturist.

Virginia Constitutional Convention 
Again in Session. 


MEETING WAS A SHORT ONE 


Senator Daniel and His Committee 
Hear Leading Negroes of 
the State. 


Richmond, Va., July 9.—The constitu- 

tional convention met at noon today af- 
ter a week’s recess, but the attendance 
was small. A number of resolutions and 
ordinances bearing on the suffrage ques- 
tion were introduced and a flood of ordi- 
nances touching other important matters 
followed. There was no debate and af- 
ter an hour's session the conyention ad- 
} journed. 
. Previous to the meeting of the conven- 
tion: the suffrage committee, of which 
United States Senator John W. Daniel 
is chairman, held its first meeting. That 
the work which this committee is expect- 
ed to shape is considered the important 
feature of the convention Was evidenced 
by the general interest in the meeting, 
a8 well as by the large attendance of its 
members. Chairman Daniel stated that 
several representatives of the negro race 
desired to be heard by the committee in 
the presentation of their views and hg 
announced the committee’s intention to 
hear them, it being the desire of the 
committee to give them full opportunity 
to present their views, and a half dozen 
or more representatives of the race were 
heard today. All said the negro asks the 
right of suffrage Only upon the attain- 
ment of certain qualifications. 


“We ask nothing,”’ said D. B. Lewis 
of Richmond, “but what you deem advis- 
able for the best interests of Virginia.’’ 

Lewis wanted the ballot safeguarded, 
but would have white and black treated 
alike. 


F. C. Henders spoke to the same effect, 
but said that the negro wanted an in- 
centive to work for higher citizenship. 

President Goode laid before the conven- 
tion a communication from the auditor 
of public accounts, stating that no rec- 
ords existed in his office of the amount 
of property exempted in the several 
counties and cities of the state. 

The convention adopted a _ resolution 
directing the clerks of county and city 
courts to furnish a statement showing 
the amount of real estate exempted from 
taxation and for what purpose. 

Mr. Waddell offered an ordinance pro- 
viding for the meeting of a state board 
of charities which shall have control of 
the several state hospitals, the members 
to serve without pay. 

Mr. Wise, of Richmond, offered a fran- 
chise clause, providing for a residence 
in the state of two years and six months 
in voting places. A poll tax of $2 is to be 
paid for two years prior to voting, which 
is to be devoted to school purposes in 
the county or city in which the voter re- 
sides. 

Mr. Pettit, of Fluvana, presented an 
ordinance fixing a poll tax of $3 to be de- 
voted to school purposes and requiring 
voters or wives of voters to pay taxes on 
at least $300 worth of property. 

Mr. Turnbull, of Brunswick, offered a 
section providing for viva voce voting 
and $00 property qualification with a $2 
poll tax, old soldiers and their descend- 
ants being exempted. 

Mr. Braxton, of Augusta, presented a 
clause providing for taxation of fran- 
chises in lieu of bonds and stocks of cor- 
porations doing business in the state. 

Mr. Goode wanted to prohibit the 
operation of trusts in Virginia which 
seek to control output and prices and to 
prevent the consolidation of persons or 
firms with such purposes.

Five Hundred Men Are Out on Ac- 
count of Wages of Drivers. 
Birmingham, Ala., July 9.—(Svecial.)— 
President Ed Flynn, of the Alabama 
lWnited Mine Workers, leaves tomorrow 
for Blue Creek, where five hundred min- 
ers have refused to return to work be- 
cause of a disagreement al out the wages 
of drivers. The miners were to have re- 
turned to work vesterday, but the local 
complaint was not settled and the district 
president has been summoned. 


Young Man Takes Enough Morphine 
To Kill Dozen Persons. 


Columbia, 8S. C., July 9.—(Special.)—A 
young man who registered at the Con- 
garee hotel yesterday was found dead 
in bed this mornine at 4 o’clock. There 
was absolutely nothing to identify him. 
Three new $5 bills were in his pocket 
and a vial half full of morphine was in 
the chimney place. He had taken enough 
of the drug to kill a dozen men.

ELECTORAL LAW 


Conservatives Claim That Meas- | 


ure Wag Too Radical, 
BALLOT NOT SAFEGUARDED 


Rather Than Accept Proposed Law 
Opponents Said They Would 
Prefer To Hold Elections 
Under Military Super- 
vision, as at Present. 


Havana, July. 9.—The Cuban constitu- 
tional convention this afternoon rejected 
the commission’s project for the electoral 
law by e vote of 13 to 12. 

The conservatives claimed that the law 
as proposed was too radical, inasmuch 
as it provides that there should be no 
interference with the e'ections by 
central government, and because the last 
elections showed it to be impossible to 
conduct elections honestly without some 
restraining powers. They pointed out 
that the provinces and municipalities 
were 4s yet unable to govern themselves, 
and contended that a free hand regard- 
ing elections would result in calamity to 
the country. In the opinion of the con- 
servatives, the first elections under the 
election law should be conducted with all 
possible safeguards, with safeg iards 
equal at least to those provided by «he 
military governor, Raiher than accept 
the commission's project, the committee 
sald they would favor holding the elec- 
tions under the existing law and leave 
to the public the task of drawing up a 
suitable law later. 

Another objection was that party lines 
had not been clearly defined as yet, and 
that the law provides for political repre- 
sentation on the election boards. which, 
under existing conditicns, would be a 
farce.

Some of the cen- 
tral Kansas farmers are shipping their 
stock to western Kansas so as to take 
advantage of the superior hay crop. It ts 
estimated that Kansas will suffer crop 
losses from the protracted heat spell to 
the extent of $10,000,000.

Topeka, 108: Salina, 102: Abilene, 107; 
Osage City, 103; Lawrence, 100; Fort Scott, 
108; Sedan, 106; Hays City and Manhat- 
tan, 106. 

Nebraska Is Parching. 

Lincoln, Neb., July 9.—Today has been 
one of intense heat all over the eastern 
half of Nebraska. The average tempera- 
ture was 101. The maximum in Lincoln 
was 103. A hot wind is cooking the corn 
and a continuation of many days will se- 
riously damage it. 

Very Hot in Iowa. 

Oskaloosa, Iowa, July 9.—The mercury 
rose to 102 today. Much damage was done 
by a hot wind to growing crops and 
fruits. 

Heat Record Broken. 

Kansas City, July 9.—This was the hot- 
test day since the weather bureau was 
established, the official thermometer re- 
cording 103.4 degrees.

occupation and the longing for home and 
f-eedom which presses them. 

The Free Staters. who number 800 men, 
have Leen placed on Darrell’s island, and 
the Transvaalers, a less content crowd, 
whose confessed desire is to be free to 
fight again, and who number only about 
130. ere on Surtt’s, or Mose’s island. The 
former are orderly and quiet, well-man- 
nered and many of them educated. They 
fay they never wanted to fight, but that 
it was a case of “‘fight or be shot.” 

They recognize also that their case is 
tcpeless, and only desire to return to 
their homes to live peacefully. 

Two gunboats guard either :#nd, and 
buoys are placed to define the deadline. 
It is therefore impossible for civilians to 
have any interccurse with the Boers.

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Sustain ‘the Police, 

The board of police commissioners 
should not hesitate one moment in the 
war it has inaugurated against idlers 
and vagrants. 

It was to be expected when these 
raids were inaugurated that*® there 
would be interested individuals who 
placed their peculiar business above 
law and order. In the case which has 
been brought before the police com- 
mission the men arfested have been 
found guilty and sentenced. It does 
not appear that any wrong has been 
done. The keeper of a pool room finds 
his business interfered with because 
loafers and idlers who prowl upon the 
city are not permitted to congregate 
for the purpose of spending the pro- 
ceeds of their calling. 

The city of Atlanta does not exist for 
the purpose of maintaining a pool 
room, either one or many; but it dees 
exist for the purpose of protecting the 
people against the idle and the crim- 
inal. Whenever a dozen idle negroes 
are found congregated in a single place 
it is proof positive of their vagrancy. 
They have not the money to present 
& leisure class, and if they were en- 
gaged in earning. a livelihood they 
would have no time to spend in a pool 
room. 

The law against vagrants cannot be 
too rigidly enforced. The city must 
be rid of them. Those who labor and 
do their duty must have full protection 
against the class of péople who con- 
gregate around public places and make 
life unpleasant for others. 


A Significant Action. 

The action taken yesterday by the 
Atlanta machinists, who recently went 
out of the employ of the Southern rail- 
way for reasons which, in their opin- 
ion, justified their action, is a hopeful 
indication that the unfortunate differ- 
ences which have existed between the 
company and its machinists will soon 
be harmoniously adjusted. 

The resolutions unanimously adopt- 
ed by the Atlanta lodge yesterday were 
introduced by Mr. William Robinson, 
who is one of Atlanta’s most conser- 
vative laboring men. They are partic- 
ularly significant in that Mr. Robinson 
was one of the general committee by 
the action of which the strike was pre- 
cipitated.

|} Southern the existing differences. This 
general committee will consist entirely 
of former employees of the road, and 
it goes without saying that the South- 
ern management will accord to it the 
respectful hearing to which it is enti- 
tled. 

The strike, which has existed for 
several weeks, is to be deplored from 
every standpoint. Many native born 
southerners and others who, from long 
residence in the south, have become 
closely identified as good citizens have 
been thrown out of employment. Many 
of the positions vacated have been 
filled, but should the company and the 
men who recently left its employ ar- 
rive at a s&tisfactory agreement there 
is no reason why all those who are 
ready to return to their jobs should not 
be given an opportunity to do so. 

The Constitution congratulates the 
Atlanta machinists upon their action, 
which we hope -will be followed by 
each of the other cities interested. We 
believe that the new general commit- 
tee, to be formed on the line of the 
suggestion of the Atlanta machinists, 
will be accorded a ready hearing, and 
we are confident that when the com- 
pany and its former employees take 
up the points at issue they will reach 
an understanding which will be satis- 
factory to all concerned. Such a regult 
would be immensely gratifying to the 
people of the whole south. 


Hard on the Germans. 

It is a little hard on the people of 
Germany to be compelled to maintain 
a show of respect for monarchy when 
the kaiser indulges in his freakish dis- 
plays of language. 

The remarks attributed to Wilhelm 
upon the adoption of his son into the 
army make very strange reading for 
the beginning of the twentieth cen- 
tury, and especially for a people with 
such common sense attributes as those 
of Germany. “The noblest task is 
the defense of the fatherland,” said 
the kaiser, in which expression he 
would be indorsed. But when he goes 
on to say that ‘“‘the noblest weapon is 
the sword,” he is speaking from the 
standpoint of the middle ages, when 
the armed man considered himself un- 
der no obligation to others. “The finest 
thing I can imagine,” he resumed, “is 
the earnest officer inflexible as iron in 
everything, which constitutes the 
chivalry of an office holder; hard to- 
ward himself, upholding with rigid 
self-discipline the traditions of his 
house and regimer.t; indifferent to the 
opinion of others, and with one goal 
before his eyes; responsible only to 
his God and his father, so may my 
son follow his path 1n life.” 

If it was the desire of the Kaiser to 
destroy sbelief in monarchy and to 
bring about the reign of the common 
people, he could not proceed about it 
with more effect. The blasphemous 
twinship which he would form be- 
tween king and God and the utter dis- 
regard which he inculcates as to de- 
gent public opinion simply shows that 
he has become a victim of his own 
vanity, such as must be recognized 
by the humblest citizen.

Christian Endeavor Convention En- 
thused by Negro Educator. 


APPEAIS FOR HIS PEOPLE 


Asks That Negroes Be Judged by 
Best Among Them and Not 
by Worst. 


Cincinnati, July 9.—The fourth day of 
the convention of the Christian Endeavor 
Society was a light one, as far as the 
programme was concerned, but the En- 
Geavorers in their determination to miss 
nothing were out en masse in attendance 
at the two big meetings today.

Twentieth Century Church. 

After the usual two quiet hour meet- 
ings in the morning, the big auditoriums 
were thrown oren for a discussion of “‘the 
twentieth century church.” 

Rev. Canon J. B. Richardson, of Lon- 
don. Ontario, presided at Auditorium En- 
deavor. 

Marion Lawrence, of Toledo, delivered 
an address on “The Power of the Sunday 
School.”’

The chief address, however, was that 
of Booker T, Washington, of the colored 
normal school at Tuskegee, Ala. He tvok 
as his subject “‘The Power of a Noble 
Life.’’ As he advanced to the front of 
the stage to speak he was the recipient 
of a tremendous ovation, and he had not 
proceeded far in his address, which he 
cleverly punctuated with dialect and oth- 
er stories of the colored folk, until he 
had won a warm spot in the hearts of his 
hearers. Ha traced his own career from 
that of a slave through the bitter strug- 
gies he had to sttain what he is, and 
what he has done for his race 

‘IT do not believe that in all the history 
of the country,’ he said, “has there been 
such a need for strong, unselfish, pure 
and intelligent men who are willing to 
sacrifice ambition, position, fortune and 
corfort for the welfare of their fellow 
men. The noblest of lives and the one 
thing worth livine for is the opportunity 
to make some individual more happy, 
more useful.” 

He made an impassioned appeal for his 
people and asked that they be judged by 
the best among them and not the low- 


liest. 
Hate Is Dying Out. 


He sald the privilege of teaching and 
lightening a fellow human beting’s bur- 
den is the highest privilege given to any 
man, and that he long ago learned that 
to cherish hatred even against the white 
man in the south was _unChristian, and 
that he was glad to note that this spirit 
is rapidly gaining a foothold among his 
people. 

In Auditorium Williston, where Rev. 
Allan B. Philputt, of Indianapolis, pre- 
sided, a number of addresses limited to 
five minutes each were made by the fol- 
lowing preachers:

EDUCATORS WAXED WROTE 
Report Against National University 
Caused Angry Debate. 


CALLED IT OCONTEMPTIBLE 


Despite Report, National Association 
Goes on Record for University 


at Washington. 


\ 

Detroit, Mich., July 9%—The bright 
gowns and hats of the ladies gave the 
large auditorium of the Light Guard arm- 
ory the appearance of a huge animated 
flower garden this afternoon and even- 
ing at the first sessions of the National 
Educational Association. Each of the 
two thousand chairs on the first floor 
had an occupant tonight when addresses 
were read by President Green and Bishop 
Spalding. 

“The Duty of the National Educational 
Association in Shaping Public Educa- 
ticnal Policy” was the title of President 
Green’s address. A storm of applayse 
followed the close of the president’s ad- 
dress. 

Bishop John L. Spalding, of Peorta, Il, 
was given an enthusiastic welcome when 
he arose to begin his address on “Progress 
in Education,”’ which was renewed when 
he closed. 

A meeting of the board of directors 
was held in the Temple Bethel today, at 
which Treasurer Greenlee submitted his 
annual report. It showed total receipts 
for the year of $16,559,and expenditures 
of $16,288. The board of trustees reported 
the permanent fund of the association 
as $84,100, invested in interest-bearing 
bonds. The application of the Ameri- 
can Religious Educational Society to af- 
fillate with the National Educational As- 
sociation in their work of research was 
laid over for one year. A committee of 
twenty was appointed to investigate the 
matter of an educational exhibit for the 
Louisiana purchase exposition to be held 
ai St. Louis. A resolution to appropriate 
funds for a committee of twelve to in- 
vestigate the consolidation of rural 
schools was referred to the national 
council of education, as is the custom. 


Against Naticnal University. 


The report of the committee on a na- 
tional university was submitted by Wil- 
liam R. Harper, of Chicago university. 
The report said: 

“The committee has been advised of a 
plan for a non-governmental institution 
at Washington which may be able to 
Supply all that is desired. This an is 
the outcome of action taken by the Wash- 
ington Academy of Sciences and by the 
—— Washington Memorial Associg- 
tion. 

‘Both organizations have agreed to co- 
= to found an institution in the 
city of Washington as a memorial to 
George Washington, which shall be main. 
tained to promote the advanced study of 
the sciences and the liberal arts. 

“Concerning the proposed institutions 
it Is assumed: 

‘1. That it will be independent of gov- 
ernment support or control, as it will 
also be independent of the support or 
control of existine institutions. 

“2? That its objects will be: (a) To fa- 
cilitate the use of scientific and other re- 
sources of the government for research. 
(b) To co-operate with universities, col- 
leges and individuals in securing to prop- 
erly qualified persons onportunities for 
advanced study and research now obtain- 
able only to a limited extent in Wash- 
ington and not at all elsewhere. 

“3 That its oversight and control will 
be in the hands of trustees and officers 
representing the educational experience 
and ideals of the existing institutions for 
higher education.” 

The report resulted in a hot. two hours’ 
Cebate, which ended by the adoption of 
the following resolution: 

‘‘Reeolved, That the report of the com- 
mittee be received and the committe 
discharged, and that while we express 
our appreciation of their labors, We are 
not prepared to abandon the position 
taken by the National Educational As- 
sociation in favor of a national univer- 
sity.” 

This was adopted by 22 to 4. 

Like Prearranged Harmony. 

President Baker, of the University of 
Colorado, was the first speaker on thé 
committee’s report. He could not under- 
stand the process by which the committee 
arrived at its decision, and sald: “It 
leoks very much like prearranged har- 


mony.” 

Continuing, he said: 

“If we had a national university, one 
that was compelled to Keep in toucn 
with the people of the country and their 
thought, it would in a century gure 41 
the evils that threaten the land at pres- 
ent.” 

He said that the presidents of dighteen 
state universities had written him let- 
ters favoring the national university, and 
read letters from General Miles, Ambas- 
sador White, °*x-Sefator Edmunds and 
Jchn A. Kasson, declaring for its estab- 
lishment. After calling the report ‘‘a con- 
temptible thing,”’ he said: 

“This council should affirm its belief 
in a national university and should ad- 
vise the National Educational Associa- 
tion to appropriate money for the best 
committee that can be appointed to work 
for its establishment.” 

President Harper took the platform In 
the defense of the committee, and said: 

“The character of the members should 
relieve them from aspersions like those 
rreceding.”’

Kate Chase’s Great Ambition. 
Ladies’ Home Journal: The story of 
“The Dashing Kate Chase and Her Great

HARMONIOUS SETTLEMENT 


Atlanta Lodge Takes Action and 
Wames a New General Commit- 


teeman—All Other Lodges 
Are Communicated 
With. 


An importanf step lookin? to harmoniz- 
ing the differences which exist between 
the Southern railway on the one hand and 
the striking machinists on the other was 
taken yesterday at a meeting of Atlanta 
Lodge, No. 1, I. A. of M., held at Federa- 
tion hall. 

By unanimous action resolutions were 
passed by the machinists calling on the 
other lodges interested to appoint one 
-representative each for the purpose of 
conferring with the Southern railway 
management, with a view to harmonizing 
the differences how existing. 

The resolutions provide for an entirely 
uew general committee, not because of 
any dissatisfaction with the present com- 
mittee, but because it is believed a new 
committee will be better able, perhaps, to 
bring about some agreement by which the 
company and its employees may reconcile 
their differences in a spirit of fairness and 
mutual concession, 

Atlanta lodge, in acconiance with these 
resolutions, named John H. Wilson as its 
representative upon the new committee, 
and makes the request that the general 
committee thus to be selected make Some 
egreemem with reference to a conference 
with the managenient of the Southern 
railway. 

It is of special interest and significance 
that these resolutions looking’ to the end 
stated, were introduced in the meeting of 
machinists by William Robinson, the 
present member from Atlanta of the gen- 
eral committee of ten, which aided in 
precipitating the strike, and by which the 
affairs of the strikers have been directed 
since they went out several weeks ago. 

Conference Will Be Asked For. 
The other lodges of machinists mter- 

ested have all been communicated with 
on the subject and notified of the action 
of the Atlanta lodge. Answers are ex- 
pected from- them: promptly, and the be- 
Nef is expressed that they will acquiesce 
in the plan to name a new general com- 
mittee for the purpose stated. 

When the new committee is named a 
conference will be asked for with the 
managemem of the Southern in the ef- 
fort, as the resolutions indicate, to reach 
some mutual understanding. The ma- 
chinists believe that if both sides are 
willing to make concessions for the sake 
of harmony, there will be no difficulty in 
reaching a satisfactory agreement, and 
that is the line they propose to follow. 

The new committee, it is stated, will be 
composed entirely of employees of the 
Southern, who are, of course, best caicu- 
lated to understand the situation in all its 
phases; and the machinists believe that 
the Southern management will unques- 
tionably meet sych a committee in a spirit 
of fairness and mutual concession. 

The Resolutions Adopted. 

Following are the resolutions in ful] in- 
troduced by William Robinson and unani- 
mously adopted at a regular méeting of 
Atlanta lodge, No. 1, I. A. of M., heia 
yesterday: 

Resolved by the members of fhe 
Atlanta lodge, No. 1, I. A, of M., who 
recently left the service of the South- 
ern Railway Company, for reasons 
which, in their opinion, justified their 
actions, that the other lodges inter- 
ested be requested to appoint one rep- 
resentative each to confer with the 
management of the Southern railway 
relative to harmonizing the differences 
now existing. 

Resolved further, That this com- 
mittee consist of employees not now 
serving on the general committee, this 
suggestion being made not with the 
view of discrediting the present com- 
mittee, whose services are fully ap- 
preciated, but with the hope that a 
new committee may be able to effect 
some practical understanding or agree- 
ment by which the company and its 
employees. may reconcile their differ- 
ences in a spirit of fairness, manhood 
and mutual concession in the interest 
of both sides of the controversy.

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MANY DAIRYMEN 
PAY HEAVY FINES 


Sanitary Department Making It Warm 
for Sellers of Impure Milk. 


DAIRYMEN ARE PROTESTING 


They Allege That the Analysis Does 
Not Give Fair Test. 


HEALTH OFFICERS SAY POOR MILK IS SOLD 


Cases Are Made Nearly Every Day. 
Two Heavy Fines Were Imposed 
Yesterday by Recorder.

The sanitary department is making it 
warm for the dairymen swho sell milk 
in the city. Nearly every day cases are 
made by Inspector King against dairy- 
men whore milk does not come up to the 
standard required by city ordinance. 

The inspector secures samples of milk 
| from wagons or at stores, when it is least 
expected, and the samples are turned 
over to Chemist Loyd for analysis. If 
the analysis shows that there is not 
enough cream in the milk and too much 
water, a case is made against the person 
selling the impure milk. 

Under the milk ordinance the minimum 
fine that can be imposed by the recorder 
is $10.76. 

Cases were made yesterday against 
Keller & Scott, of Decatur, and 8S. L, 
Phillips. The inspector introduced the 
reports from the chemist showing that 
samples of milk taken from wagons run 
by the defendants contained too little fat 
and too much water. 

There have been so many arrests and 
such heavy fines that the milk dealers 
are up in arms against the analysis of 
the milk. They do not say that the 
chemist has not done his work fairly and 
correctly, but they hold that milk is sub- 
ject to such quick changes from atmos- 
pheric conditions that a sample carried 
in a closed bottle by the inspector for 
several hours and then analyzed by the 
chemist after it has been kept for prob- 
ably a day does not give a correct test. 

On the other hand, the inspector and 
chemist say that a correct test is made 
and that the milk being in a bottle a 
few hours cannot possibly change the 
amount of fat. 

Chief Hope, of the sanitary depart- 
ment. is making a personal supervision 
of the milk inspection and looks after 
the cases in the recorder’s court. It is 
claimed by the department and by the 
state chemist that there is a great deal 
of impure milk being sold in Atlanta, and 
that it must be stopped. Skimmed milk, 
they say, is often sold for milk that has 
not been skimmed. 

“Milk,” they say, “is sold to sick peo- 
ple and infants, and to have it impure 
may mean the death of invalids and in- 
fants.’”’ 

The recorder yesterday fined Keller & 
Scott $25.75 and 8S. L. Phillips $15.75. The 
former gave notice of an appeal. 

In all such cases the defendants state 
that they do not adulterate their milk 
and that it would be against their own 
interests to do so, Ofttimes it is admitted 
that the cans are not locked and in many 
instances the milk is watered by outside 
parties.

WOMEN IN THE SCRAMBLE 


Hundreds of Tents Dot Suburbs of 
El Reno—Every Road Lined 
with Prairie Schooners. 
‘Government Will Oust 
the ‘‘Sooners.”’ 


El Reno, O. T., July 9.—Every train 
brings extra coaches crowded with peo- 
ple coming here to register, and roads 
leading into the city are lined with trav- 
elers to this place for the same pur- 
pose. The hotels and restaurants are 
already taxed to their utmost capacity, 
but there will be no suffering here for 
lack of food and accommodations. The 
opera house has already been turned into 
an eating and sleeping house, and as 
rapidly as needed churches, school 
houses and every available room will be 
given up for the accommodation of the 
crowd. Many come with blankets, ex- 
pecting to camp out, and hundreds of 
tents now dot the side streets to be used 
for that purpose. 

Governor Richards, of the interior de- 
partment, and thirty clerks from Wash- 
ington arrived today and six places for 
registering will be ready for business at 
9 a. m. tomorrow. A line of men has %l- 
ready formed at each of these places. 
Governor Richards says the work of reg- 
istering will proceed rapidly and as many 
more booths will be opened as may Le 
deemed necessary as the work progreszes. 
Twelve thousand pounds of blagks ar- 
rived this morning by mail from Wash- 
ington. The report that the registering 


.would be enjoined by certain Indians of 


the Kiowa and Comanche tribes, through 
their attorneys, is ridiculed here, and if 
proceedings are instituted it is believed 
that they will result as did Lone Wolf's 
suit in Washington. 

The failure of the president’s procla- 
mation to permit registration at all land 
offices in Oklahoma has proveked much 
complaint, and acting upon the request 
of Oklahoma City, Perry, Guthrie and 
other land office towns, Delegate ‘Flynn 
has appealed by telegraph to the interior 
department at Was\ington asking that 
all land offices be given authority to ac- 
cept registration. His request will be 
supplemented by telegrams from citizens 
in the different towns. As the matter 
stands now El-Reno will be practically 
the only land office where home-seekers 
will assemble, as Lawton, the other town 
named, is twenty-five miles from a rail- 
road. . 


Women in the Rush. 


Oklahoma City, O. T., July 9.—Nearly 
1,000 people left this city tonight to go to 
El Reno to register. Only one train left 
here this afternoon for that place, and 
the coaches weré crowded to their utmost 
capacity. Several hundred people walt- 
ed at the station until the train came in, 
when a wild scramble ensued for the 
seats. Women as well as men were 
boosted through the windows of the 
coaches, which were filled almost as soon 
as the train had stopped. Others stood 
on the platform or on top of the coaches. 
Nearly everyone carried a blanket and 
provisions. Canteens and jugs were 
taken along to guard against a water 
famine. 

Prairie Schooners Galore. 


Guthrie, O. T., July 9—Hundreds are 
arriving here to await a favorable oppor- 
tunity to go to El Reno and register.

LENGTH OF LIFE INCREASING.

RAILROADS TO MAKE PEACE. 


Presidents of Western Lines Will

Mrs. Woods White, chairman of the 
membership committee, made a most en- 
couraging report, and the report of Miss 
Jennie Armstrong, as chairman of the 
committee on physical culture, brought 
forth much interesting discussion per- 
taining to that very important depart- 
mént of the association work. 

Miss Harwood made the suggestion 
that it was the object of the association 
to begin their work with a thoroughly 

‘equipped gymnasium; that an effort be 
made to secure as quarters for the de- 
partment of physical culture the Athletic 
Club of Atlanta, which will soon be va- 
cated by its members to go into larger 
quarters. She explained that the club- 
house, with but little interior adapta- 
tion, would exactly answer the purpose 
of the physical culture department, 
there being in connection with the club 
the tennis court and many other op- 
portunities for similar wholesome exer- 
cise. She urged the necessity of this 
department being begun with correct 
and complete equipment, as in its suc- 
cess the association might depend for 
its broader work along other lines.

The restaurant will be 
opened to the public and will be operated 
according to the best methods, an ex- 
pert chef and assistants to be employed. 
It is the desire of the board to have 
this department of the association cen 
trally located, so as to be convenient to 
professional and business women, those 
shopping or those who are stran- 
gers within the city who will find 
such a place exactly what they need. A 
committee was appointed to investigate 
as to a suitable locality and to report at 
the next meeting.

GIVEN A CHARTER 


Brunswick and Birmingham Railroad 
Interested in Project. 


TERRITORY {IS UNLIMITED 


Company Ircorporated with Paid in 
Capital of $10,000. 


PRINCIPAL OFFICE TO BE IN BRUNSWICK 


Incorporators Are All Interested in 
the Brunswick and Birming- 
ham Railroad. 


Georgia is to have a new express com- 
pany. A charter was issued yesterday 
by Secretary of State Phil Cook to the 
Brunswick and Birmingham Express 
Company, with headquarters at Bruns- 


wick, Ga. 

The incorporators of the new company 
are those interested principally in. the 
new Brunsw'tk and Birmingham rail- 
road, and it is presumed the new express 
company will-begin its business on that 
line. The railroed is not-yet completed, 
but work on it is progressing rapidly, 
and it ts expected it will be finished 
within a few months. 

But that the incorporators do not in- 
tend to confine the new express company 
to that road alone is clearly evident from 
the petition for charter. It asks tor the 
right to do bysiness in all of the states 
and territories of the United States, in 
Canada, Cuba, Pomo Rico and all of 
the West Indies, in Mexico and Central 
America, and in all the states and coun- 
tries both of North and South America. 
It may be a long time before the com- 
pany spreads out to cover all of this ter- 
ritory, but it has been given that privi- 
lege in its cl“ rter. 

The company begins with a compara- 
tively small capital stock of $10,000, but 
is given the right to increase the amount 
to $250,000 at any time the directors see 
fit to take such a step. The principal 
office of the company will be in Bruns- 
wick, but it is given the right to estapn- 
lish branch offices wherever it is con- 
venieat or necessary to do so. 

The incorporators of the company are 
E. C. Machen, who has been the prime 
mover in the building of the Brunswick 
and Birmingham railroad; J. A. McDuffie, 
Tobias Newman and F. E. Twitfy. all of 
Brunswick, and C. J. Bushnell, of New 
York. The charter provides that these 
incorporators shall be the first directors 
of the new company. 

Just how the new company will cope 
with the Southern Express Company is 
a thing that the future must develop. 
There was talk of organizing a new ex- 
press company in Georgia about a year 
ago, but it was abandm®ed. It. 
because it was thought nothing could 
be done against the big company which 
now controls the field.

COTTON HAS TAKEN A START

General Condition of the Staple, 
However, Is Still Regarded 
as Inferior. 


The following is the weekly crop report 
for the we:k ending Monday, July &th. 
issued yesterday by the local weather 
bureau: 

The weather conditions of the week 
were generally very favorable to crops, 
and much cultivation was accomplished. 
Local showers occurred in a few sec- 
tions, but in a majority of the counties 
dry and hot weather prevailed. Cotton 
has taken a start, is growing favorably, 
blcoming and forming; its general condl- 
tion is, however, still regarded as in- 
ferior, and black root has appeared in 
some of the southern counties. Corn 
reeds moisture ir nearly all sections. 
Melons are poor, peaches continue to rot; 
cane, potatoes, peas and minor crops are 
progressing well as a rule. 

The following are extracts from reports 
by counties: 

NORTHERN SECTION. 

Banks—Warm and dry week; much work 
done; cotton small and irregular; some 
bcttom lands abandoned; melons poor. 

Bartow—Local showers have. afforded 
ample moisture; crops growing rapidly, 
but cotton is small;.- wheat crop good. 

Catoosa—Farm work progressed rapidly; 
much hay saved; cets and wheat thrash- 
ed; corn plowed; gardens fine.

ITS GREAT ADVANTAGES 


Though the doors of the Technological 
school have been closed since June 20th 
and the professors and students have dls- 
persed, some to their homes, others to 
duties of various kinds, there is not thé 
spirit of quiet and rest about the campus 
one expects to find during the vacation 
season. 

President Hall is to be found daily at 
his desk receiving letters of inquiry 
from prospective students, dictating re- 


plies and attending to such other execu- 
tive business as may require his atten- 
tion. Professor Wallace, the director of 
the summer school, is busy perfecting the 
arrangements for the opening of, the 
summer session July 15th. 

Business such as the above goes on un- 
observed and its effects are seen only 
when the term opens and the students 
begin to throng the grounds and build- 
ings. 

There is, however, business of another 
nature going on at the institution, char- 
acterized by noise and bustle, for the Ja- 
nie Swann dormitory and the new en- 
gineering building are in course of con- 
struction. These buildings are to be 
ready for occupancy on the opening of 
the fall session in October, consequently 
the sound of the hammer, the anloading 
of materials and the voices of the work- 
men give to the place an air of business. 
Visitors and those seeking information 
are impressed with the idea of progress 
everywhere manifest about the Tech, even 
during vacation. 

In a few days the campus and build- 
ings will be alive with students who 
have entered the summer school. These 
young men mean business and they sacri- 
fice a part of their vacation that they 
may enter the school in the fall or be 
more thoroughly prepared to keep up 
with their classes. 

The Tech, realizing the needs of this 
class of young men, as well as of many 
other classes, has provided means for 
their advancement, by offering a thor- 
oughly equipped summer school. The 
summer course is an index of progress 
and industry, made possible by the self- 
denial of young men in their eagerness 
for knowledge; it has gradually become 
an important factor in the scheme of 
education. 

It is a well recognized principle that 
students and teachers need rest and a 
change of scene after a term of nine or 
ten months, but most teachers agree that 
long vacations are-fraught with more 
of evil to the mental man than of benefit 
to the physical. The summer session does 
not usurp the entire vacation period, but 
engages to utilize that portion not needed 


for recreation and rest. Recognizipg this 
fact, many of the leading universities 
of the land have extended their sessions 
in such a way that it forms a continuous 
term. he fall, winter, spring and sum- 
mer are all terms of equal value. 

The members of the faculty of the Tech 
regret that circumstances so far have 
not permitted them to follow the lead 
of some larger institutions in the north 
to the extent of offering the same course 
in summer as in the other parts of the 
year. They have, however, made a be- 
ginning and believe that the time is not 
far distant when .the southern# student 
may remain at home and pursue coursss 
of study adequate to his needs. 

The climate is not an unconquerah’ 
enemy to mental effort In the warm 
months, as has already been proved 
by courses given at the University of 
Georgia, Vanderbilt and the Technological 
school. 

The latter has been conducted by a 
number of the junior professors of the 
school, who; awake to the needs of hun- 
dreds of young men of the south, have 
denied themselves the pleasures of the 
mountains and the gayeties of the sea- 
shore in order that they may make it 
possible for young men of limited means 
and opportunity to enjoy the privileges 
of a college education. 

The summer school faculty consists of 
Professors F. C. Furlow, William Jen- 
nings, 8S. S. Wallace and A. B. Morton. 
Professor Furlow is to give the courses 
in engineering, and as this is his regular 
work in the school and as his reputation 
is too well known to need comment, it 
is unnecessary to remark upon the golden 
opportunity offered to students in this 
line. 

Professor Jennings is professor of math- 
ematics in the summer school and his 
successes already achieved in mathemat- 
ical circles guarantee the charactér of 
the instruction he provides. 

Professor 8. S. Wallace, the director 
of the summer school, has been identified 
with it in the capacity as professor of 
English for the past three years. He is 
a man of broad experience and there is no 
doubt that the character of his work 
which has gained him words of praise on 
all sides will stimulate his students to 
increased efforts. 

The last of this famous quartet of 
southern educators is Professor A. B. 
Morton. He is a graduate of Brown uni- 
versity and is winning his way to the 
forefront of educational circles. 

These gentlemen have entered upon 
this undertaking with a zeal and earnest- 
ness which argues well for the future of 
the summer session of the Technological 
school.
